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synthetic chemokine protein so as to produce a synthetic chemokine in a substantially single 
oligomeric form. 

91 . (New) The method of claim 90, wherein said single oligomeric form is selected from the 
group consisting of monomer and dimer. 

92. (New) The method of claim 90, wherein said synthetic chemokine protein is covalently 
modified with one or more polymers. 

93. (New) The method of claim 90, wherein said synthesizing comprises chemical synthesis. 

94. (New) The method of claim 93, wherein said chemical synthesis comprises the 
chemoselective ligation of non-overlapping peptide segments of said chemokine polypeptide 
derivative. 

95. (New) The method of claim 94, wherein said chemoselective ligation is native - chemical 
ligation.
